Claims 1-9 are allowed. 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including an 
elongate and rod-shaped carrier unit with absolute magnetic length coding having a maximum of 
two adjacent same-polarity coding sections. 

U.S. Patent 6,898,548 to Flament et al uses pseudorandom binary sequences to determine 
the position of an object. U.S. Patent 6,222,360 to Tischer et al determines an object's position 
using a magnetic sensor. U.S. Patent 6,160,395 to Goetz describes a non-contact magnetic 
sensor. U.S. Patents 5,500,589 to Sumcad and 5,488,294 to Liddell et al calibrate magnetic 
sensors. U.S. Patent 4,987,414 to Iijima et al provides a pair of phased magnetic sensors. U.S. 
Patents 4,81 1,254 and 4,782,329 to Iijima et al disclose displacement detectors for encoders.
